Some 
of our officials continue highly incensed 
at this use made of the Saratoga, and 
the revelations of her gear made by the 
camera. However this may be, the fact 
remains that the school idea is going big 
in Japan, and doubtless, under proper 
encouragement, would go equally well in 
America. Let a school start it, and 
Congress promptly would pass any neces- 
sary law permitting acceptance of the 
planes.

Speaking of the Saratoga picture and 
Japan, it is of further interest that the 
moment the reel was shown that moment 
the Delegates of the Rising Sun Empire 
at Geneva began to work for the aboli- 
tion of aircraft carriers. With the United 
States deprived of bases in the Far East, 
with disparity of the Fleet as a result 
of that situation as well as our failure 
to build, and finally with the abolition 
of the carriers, if that could be accom- 
plished, Japan would feel reasonably se- 
cure from the “American danger’. The 
resolution which closed the deliberations 
of the Disarmament Conference in June, 
proposed the abolition of air bombard- 
ment, but did not refer to carriers, the 
latter being covered by President Hoo- 
ver’s plan for a third cut in land and 
sea as well as air forces. ‘Miss Wooley, 
a member of the American Delegation, 
made a speech last week in which she 
said that the Hoover plan “saved the 
conference’, and urged the women to ap- 
ply pressure upon the several Govern- 
ments to force its adoption. It looks to 
me, however, as though Germany by its 
determination to obtain and establish 
equality, may affect the future of the 
conference more effectively than Miss 
Wooley’s plea for female activity.

Completing a tour of the West Coast 
in which he visited practically every 
chapter of the Reserve Officers’ Associa- 
tion in California, Oregon and Wasb- 
ington, Col. L. Kemper Williams, Inf- 
Res, national president of the Associa- 
tion, will shortly start East, carrying 
on his campaign of organizing national 
defense sentiment in the country for a 
fight for adequate appropriations in the 
next Congress.

Navy Sets Policy for 
Postgraduate School 


The Navy Department’s policy on the 
selection of officers for the various 
courses of postgraduate instruction was 
announced this week as follows: 

1. Board to select candidates for post- 
graduate instruction for the classes to 
be ordered in 1933 will meet on Decem- 
ber 5, 1932. Officers will be selected for 
the following courses of instruction, viz. : 

(a) School of the Line. 
¢b) Naval Construction. 
(c) Civil Engineering. 
(d) Law. 

2. Candidates for the School of the 
Line will be selected from the Naval 
Academy class, normally eligible for the 
first tour of shore duty (class of 1926). 
Such candidates should indicate, in their 
requests, their first and second choices 
of the following technical subjects which 
they desire to pursue, if selected for the 
second year work, viz.: 

(a)Ordnance Engineering. 

(b) Aeronautical Engineering. 
(c) Marine Engineering. 

(d) Radio Engineering. 

(e) Communications. 

Naval Aviators are eligible for the 
above courses. Naval aviators only are 
eligible for the course in Aeronautical 
Engineering.

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Congress Committee 
Hears Transports Hit 


Protest against the operation of Army 
and Navy transports was heard by the 
members of the Shannon investigating 
committee meeting in the Capitol this 
week. 

Mr. J. E. Barnes, of the Merchant 
Marine Association, disputed the figures 
of the War Department that its trans- 
port line-has effected an annual saving 
of $72,000,000 a year by hauling Gov- 
ernment materials, asserted the figures 
omitted consideration of operating costs 
as well as loss of time in the transfer 
of men and material. He said it was 
the practice of sending troops huiJreds 
of miles out of the way to reach their 
destination, making such “tours” in or- 
der to reach New York or San Francisco 
from which transports sail. 

“Tt is not uncommon,” he said, ‘“‘to see 
the Army send troops from Fort Ben- 
ning, Georgia, to New York, so they can 
be placed aboard a transport for San 
Francisco. sailing through the Panama 
Canal. That alone is not the full story. 
The troops frequently are sent by way 
of San Francisco to be shipped by rail 
back to a Texas point. They do it be- 
cause they say the Comptroller General 
has ruled they have to follow that course 
if the rail rate to a point of embarka- 
tion on the transport is less than the 
rail rate through to the destination.” 

The witness also asserted that it was 
“a common practice” to ship supplies 
from inland ports “half way across the 
continent” to take the transport for “far 
greater distances.” 

“If the army wants to buy cigarettes 
for Manila troops,” he declared, “it calls 
for bids for delivery of the cigarettes at 
Fort Mason, San Francisco. I have the 
records here to show that frequently the 
cigarettes could be bought in Manila for 
exactly the same price the Army paid 
for them, delivered at Fort Mason. “Of 
course, the Army says it costs nothing 
to haul them to Manila. That is true, if 
you consider that the transport is going 
to run anyway. But proper considera- 
tion of private business would include 
figures of that shipping cost.” 

Charges that arn Army boycott had 
been invoked against merchants and 
business men who testified as to “Army 
competition with private industry” were 
made by members of the Shannon inves- 
tigating committee .at another of the 
hearings. 

Representative Shannon, chairman of 
the group, declared that he had received 
more than seventy letters from mer- 
chants who said their trade was hurt by 
Government competition but who re- 
fused to appear and complain because 
they feared a boycott by Army personnel. 

Another member of the committee, 
Representative Rich, declared that he 
has been told the same thing by a num- 
ber of tailors in New York City, who 
were afraid that Army officers would 
discontinue buying uniforms if they tes- 
tified as to the competition of Army 
Clothing Factory. Mr. Rich said he had 
found this reluctance present all over 
the country. 

Officers of the Army present at the 
hearing scouted the idea and declared 
that if the manufactugers and merchants

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American Editors Comment Upon German Demand fo 


The reaction in America to the demand of the German Government that the 
Allies of 1918 scale down their armaments more in accordance with hers or she 
will withdraw from further participation in arms reduction conferences, has been 
varied. A number of newspapers take the view that in disarming Germany, the 
powers in the Versailles bound themselves to curtail their own weapons and that 
the Reich is justified in carrying out her implied threat to rearm if her demands 
are not met. Others condemn the German action holding it a manifestation of 
rank militarism, still other editors agree partially with the German position, but 
are fearful of its consequences on the peace of the world. 





“In any case, irrespective of the secret hopes or plans of Germany’s present 
governmental heads,” states the New York Journal of Commerce,” it is certain that 
the general cause of disarmament will not be furthered by the adoption of an 
unyielding attitude toward German demands. Denial of equality of status as 
respects armaments, will only provoke Germany into a defiant disregard of treaty 
restrictions which will be highly disturbing to the peace of Europe and inimical 
to the cause of- European and of world disarmament. 

“Nobody in Germany and few people outside the country have ever honestly 
believed that the military prohibitions of the Versailles Treaty would survive by 
many years the war-bred passions that engendered these untenable discriminations.” 





“This threat to increase arms, which seems in many ways an unwise move 
for Germany to make, and with which—in so far as it represents a return to 
militarism—the world can have little sympathy,” the Christian Science Monitor 
says, “may lead the nations to face more resolutely the necessity of reducing arms. 
Equality of weapons must be achieved not on a higher but on a lower level.” 





“Whether or not Germany has a legal case for throwing off the restrictions 
imposed by the Versailles Treaty, there are those who believe she would be morally 
justified unless the other signatories proceed to live up to its disarmament provi- 
sion,” comments the Philadelphia Public Ledger, * * * “Germany has placed these 
other nations in an embarrassing position, but it is one to which they have con-

regarded outside Germany as opportune particularly at a moment when Europe is 
still trembling from the tread of marching thousands who took part in the recent 
Steel Helmet demonstration,” the New York Sun states. “* * * Allowance must be 
made for the effect this note is intended to have on internal German politics. * * * 
Nevertheless, in dealing with public opinion in other nations this method is fraught 
with possibilities of mischief.” 








The Providence Journal says: “In the circumstances the Germans can hardly 
be blamed for calling attention to the fact that ten years have passed without 
tangible progress being made in control of land armaments. They have a right 
to ask that their part of the bargain be examined afresh in the light of this fact, 
Their further contention that they should be placed on a plane of equality with 
other leading European nations is not dangerous doctrine in itself. It could 
become dangerous only if other nations insist upon maintaining such elaborate 
military establishments as to invite not only German, but also French, Italian 
and British excesses in armaments.” 





“Germany struck too soon and at an inopportune time,” states the Boston 
Herald. “The treaty arms limitations will not last forever. Germany has been 
too swift with her armament demand and has provided Paris with just the argu- 
ment France wants to justify her own retention of a big army. * * * It seems 
certain that to grant the German proposals would put back indefinitely any real 
chance for general arms reduction.” 





“The firm language, the frank avowal of Germany’s claims and the direct 
approach to the question of French security—these messages between the lines 
leave no doubt that here we have the launching of an aggressive drive to free the 
Reich from the military restrictions of the Versailles treaty,” the Baltimore Sun 
declares. “It is founded in logic and in sound sense; but it opens a tremendous 
array of difficult obstacles. * * * Germany may have accomplished something by 
bringing the issue out into the open as she has done. But, even so, the formula 
for reconciliation and agreement appears as elusive as ever.”

that it will be brought up again in this 
Congress.” 

Asked whether he would back the pro- 
posal, if Representative Ross Collins in- 
serted it again in the War Department 
supply bill, Chairman Byrns refused to 
commit himself. He likewise would not 
say anything about the prospects of 
Army and Navy appropriations. 

“T don’t like to say ahead of time, 
what I may do or not do, ‘if a certain 
thing is proposed,” he said. “Nor can I 
say anything about appropriations until 
I see the President’s budget.” 

However, Mr. Byrns did express a 
belief that the payless furlough now in 
force would continue for another year. 
Representative Will R. Wood, ranking 
Republican member on the appropria- 
tions committee, earlier in the week, 
stated that the pay cut could be elimi- 
nated “if business goes better next year.” 
The Democratic leader stated that he 
agreed with Mr. Wood, but added that 
he fears business will not recover 
enough in the next six months to jus- 
tify placing the salaries of Army and 
Navy officers and other Federal em- 
ployes on their former level. 

“There is no indication,” Mr. Byrns 
said, “of any worth-while increase in 
Federal revenues—in fact, a continued 
reduction for some time seems to be in 
prospect. If that be the case, it would 
be poor policy to increase expenditures 
and make the Federal deficit more stag- 
gering.” 

The appropriations chairman stated 
that if it is deemed necessary to con- 
tinue the pay cut, it would probably be 
better te do as was done this year, 
estimate salaries at the permanent levels 
in the appropriation bills, and then pass 
a blanket law applying a general reduc- 
tion. 

Questioned as the chances of passing 
the Hale or Vinson bills, authorizing the 
building up of the Navy to treaty levels, 
Mr. Byrns declined to express an opin- 
ion as to what Congress would do with 
them next session. Neither would he 
state whether or not he favors building 
up the Navy to treaty strength at this 
time. 

“There is considerable sentiment in 
this country to build up the Navy,” said 
the Tennessean, “And if we can’t get an 
international agreement, we'll probably 
have to do something along this line 
soon. However, the Treasury will have 
to be put back in good shane before we

were really afraid of a boycott, the fear 
existed only in their own minds. 

Representative Shannon stated, not 
for the record, that he personally knew 
of a boycott which had been put into 
effect at Fort Sill. 

“A man came to me the night before 
we left Lawton,” said the Missourian, 
“He said that he had already been put 
on the Army black list, because he had 
testified before our committee. Can you 
imagine it, they had gotten their boycott 
to work while we were still in the city.” 

This statement came in the midst of 
a long session during which Representa- 
tive Rich asked innumerable detailed 
questions regarding the cost of operation 
of the Army Clothing Factory at Phila- 
delphia. Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, The 
Quartermaster General, informed the 
group that the factory was necessary in 
that it served as a yardstick to enable 
them to fix standards for the purchase 
of uniforms from private concerns. He 
said that the reason that the cost of a 
uniform made in the Government fac- 
tory is more than a similar uniform 
made in some private factories is that 
better wages are paid by the Govern- 
ment than in the latter shops. 

Chairman Shannon again entered the 
discussion to condemn the practice of 
manufacturing officers’ uniforms at the 
Philadelphia factory. 

“Tt would strengthen your case for 
keeping this factory, if someone would 
issue an order stopping the manufacture 
of officers uniforms,” he said. “We have 
had many complaints from tailors near 
Army posts.” 

Representatives of the National Asso- 
ciation of Manufacturers appeared be- 
fore the committee to protest generally 
against Government interference with 
private business. Mr. James A. Emery, 
counsel for the Association, in his state- 
ment, said: 

“Our national system of military de- 
fense rests upon a comparatively small 
Army and Navy, with official reliance 
upon our capacity to transform private 
industry into a necessary agency of de- 
fense. To the extent that private indus- 
try is not prepared by productive oppor- 
tunity to equip itself to meet this high 
responsibility, its capacity to meet its 
obligation is proportionately lessened. 

“On the other hand, to the extent that 
our military establishments are led into 
the performance of commercial func- 
tions for other departments, they are 
diverted from and rendered less capable 
of discharging their primary obligation.”

Construction and Civil Engineering will 
he selected from the officers who have 
had at least two years’ commissioned 
service on July 1, 1933, with especial at- 
tention given to their marked aptitude 
for mathematics. 

4. Candidates for the course in Law 
will be selected primarily from the offi- 
cers who are eligible for their second 
tour of shore duty, with especial atten- 
tion given to those who have shown some 
aptitude for this course. Eventuallly, it 
is contemplated to restrict the candidates 
for Law course to those officers who have 
previously completed the School of the 
Line course. 

5. Those candidates who express a 
preference for the course in Radio En- 
gineering or Communications should for- 
ward, with their requests, statements 
signed by commanding officers, indicat- 
ing their operating ability, as determined 
by appropriate Examining Boards. 

6. The Boards will consider only ap- 
plications submitted through official 
channels, appended indorsements, and 
the officers’ records. Special letters, ex- 
cept from commanding officers or heads 
of departments of vessels (stations), in 
which the candidates have served, will 
not be considered. 

7. In order to make certain that the 
boards will have before them all applica- 
tions, the Bureau directs that any appli- 
cant who may have indicated his prefer- 
ence for postgraduate instruction on his 
reports of fitness or by letter, renew his 
request, inviting attention to such pre- 
vious requests as he may have submit- 
ted. 

8. Officers applying for the courses in 
Naval Construction, Civil Engineering, 
and Law will submit, with their applica- 
tions, signed agreements not to resign 
during the course, and to serve three 
years in the Naval Service after comple- 
tion of their postgraduate course. Ap- 
plications submitted by despatch shall 
contain a notation to the effect that this 
provision has been fulfilled. Upon com- 
pletion of School of the Line course, 
similar agreements will be required of 
the officers who are selected for further 
technical postgraduate instruction. 

9. Applications with recommendations 
of commanding officers shall be mailed 
in time to reach the Bureau of Naviga- 
tion prior to December 1, 1932. and none 
received after that date will be con- 
sidered. Forwarding seniors shall indorse 
on applications full and pertinent com- 
ment as to the applicant’s qualifications, 
forwarding the applications through fleet 





or force commanders, and commandants 
of naval districts concerned. Applica- 
tions may be submitted by despatch, if 
necessary. 

10. It is the intention to announce 
selections prior to February 1, 1933.

It is good news for National Defense 
that former Senator Wadsworth was 
nominated unanimously by the republi- 
eans of his district for a seat in the 
lower House of Congress. In accepting 
the nomination, Mr. Wadsworth re- 
sponded to representations that a man 
of his wide experience and knowledge 
of national affairs would exercise an im- 
portant influence in raising the standard 
of candidates for that Chamber. While 
this may be true, it is a fact that the 
country, certainly in its National De 
fense, will be benefited by his service as 
a representative. I hope he will be given 
assignment upon the Military Committee. 


I presume a further attempt will be 
made to cut Army and Navy appropria- 
tions during the coming session. Already. 
members are saying that additional 
economies must be adopted, and because 
their districts are not affected they at 
once turn to the National Defense Arms. 
The estimates submitted by the War and 
Navy Departments to the Budget Bureau 
make provision for the Services practi- 
cally as in the appropriation acts for the 
current year with some slight increases. 
I understand the President does not pro- 
pose to be placed in the position he oc 
cupied during the last session when the 
recommendations he made were cut by 
the democratic House. The Director of 
the Budget is studying the departmental 
estimates, ané may be expected, either 
at the direction of the President or with 
his approval, to make some slashes, par- 
ticularly as a result of the consolida- 
tions which are being planned.

Tests Allow Weight Saving 


Material saving in the weight of the 
hulls of the five destroyers to be built 
for the Navy will be possible as a re- 
sult of lessons learned from the tests 
conducted two years ago in which the 
old destroyers Preston and Bruce were 
broken up. The tonnage thus saved al- 
lows an increase of armor and arma- 
ment. 

In a series of tests conducted over a 
period of several months the Preston and 
Bruce were broken in the dry-dock at 
the Norfolk Navy Yard to determine 
their strength and the points of stress. 
From what was learned from these ex- 
tensive and important experiments, a 
redistribution of weight will be made in 
future vessels to be built, allowing a sav- 
ing in tonnage. 

Considered the largest and most im- 
portant tests of the kind ever attempted, 
it is expected that when the analysis 
of the results is finally completed, the 
conclusions will be somewhat revolution- 
ary. Data obtained from the experiments 
is still undergoing study under the direc- 
tion of Lt. Comdr. C. O. Kell, CC, USN, 
who was in charge of the tests, and is 
expected that it will be some time be- 
fore the conclusions can be given. It had 
been hoped that they could be presented 
to the Society of Naval Architects and 
Marine Engineers at the annual meeting 
this fall but the analysis will be not com- 
pleted by then, it is said. 

The destroyers Preston and Bruce 
were selected in these novel tests as their 
hulls were in better condition than any 
of the other war-time destroyers disposed 
of at that time. In the first test the 
Preston was dry-docked on two cradles 
at her bow and her stern, which left her 
entire length unsupported between them. 
Weight was then loaded into her amid 
ships. Strain gauges were placed at var- 
ious points during the test. While her 
plates began to buckle visibly on the ex- 
terior of the hull and she dropped amid- 
ships down onto the dock blocking, rec- 
ords were obtained of the exact stresses 
that caused her failure. 

‘ The Bruce was then operated on, but 
instead of being placed across two chocks 
like a ship’s lifeboat, she was supported 
on one cradle amidships. Weights were 
then loaded into her unsupported ends 
until they, too dropped into the dock’s 
bottom. Strain gauges again recorded 
the stresses. 

_ Breaking the destroyers in this fash- 
ion was resorted to in an effort to repro- 
duce actual sea conditions as far as pos- 
sible. When a ship is lifted up on the 
crest of a big sea, her bow and stern 
are unsupported, just as were those of 
the Bruce. When the sea falls away con- 
ditions are reversed. Ships have failed 
at sea under such conditions. Such fail- 
ures, however, were always emergencies 
and no one ever had an opportunity of 
gauging the stress that caused the fail- 
ures, 
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6th C.A. Rifle Matches 


The N. R. A. Sixth Corps Area rifle 
and pistol championship matches, held 
at Fort Sheridan, Ill., September 1 to 5, 
saw the record for the President’s Match 
tied when Paul Goulden, a chief boat- 
swain’s mate in the Coast Guard, shot 
a 147 out of a possible 150. C. E. Cof- 
fin, U. S. N., was the holder of the rec- 
ord since 1929 when he won the match 
at Camp Perry. 

The course of the President’s Match in 
10 shots at 200 yards, standing; 10 at 
600 yards, prone, and 10 at 1000 yards, 
prone. Up to the end of the 600-yard 
stage, Goulden and Sgt. Jens B. Jensen, 
7th Cavalry, were tied with 98 though 
Goulden held a slight edge by virtue of 
a possible at 600 yards. In the 1000- 
yard stage, Goulden, shooting in a tricky 
5 to 7 o'clock wind that was swinging at 
the rate of 1 to 114 points between shots, 
kept his shots in the bull until his final 
effort, which went for a four. 

The President’s Match drew the 
largest entry list, 83. One hundred and 
fifty-eight competitors were on hand for 
the meet.

Modernize West Point 


West Point, N. Y.—With the comple- 
tion of the reconstruction and moderni- 
zation of all its utilities at a cost of 
approximately $1,000,000, from funds 
made available by the Government for 
the relief of unemployment, the U. 8. 
Military Academy here, under the com- 
mand of Maj. Gen. W. D. Connor, is now 
considered the best equipped “BPlectric 
City” in the country today. 

This modernization program which 
was necessary to keep the Cadets abreast 
with the conditions of the time, consisted 
of the construction of 3% miles of con- 
crete surface roads, rebuilding the gas, 
water and steam supply systems to- 
gether with the modernization and 
changing over from the direct current 
to alternating current of the entire elec- 
tric power plant and street lighting sys- 
tem. In the latter the officials of the 
U. S. Army called upon the research and 
engineering resources of the Westing- 
honse Electric and Manufacturing Com- 
pany to solve this difficult problem, as 
it was necessary to keep the old D. C. 
plant going while the new A. C. was 
being installed. 

Looking Towards Future 

According to Col. C. D. Hartman, 
QMC, who is in charge of this work at 
the military reservation, when the War 
Department first considered the modern- 
ization of the utilities at West Point, it 
was decided that allowances must be 
made to meet the electrical energy de- 
mands for the future, therefore, every 
modern electrical practice should be ap- 
plied to this installation, for instance, 
the new network system now in general 
use in large cities which guarantees 
light and power at ail times, was in- 
stalled so that the cadets will not be 
interrupted in their studies. This 
change has a direct bearing on the in- 
structions of cadets, since no large 
source of A. C. supply was heretofore 
available, and no equipment typical of 
standard practice was in use to help in 
erystalizing the knowledge imparted at 
lectures in the Academic Department of 
the Institution. 

“As Army Officers and their families,” 
said Colonel Hartman, “are constantly 
on the move the department realized 
that it was impossible to use standard 
appliances such as refrigerators, elec- 
tric stoves, radios, etc., on a good part 
of the reservation. The changing from 
the A. C. to the D. C. system now per- 
mits the use of standard electrical ap- 
paratus and household appliances here- 
tofore prohibited by the obsolete plant. 
In making this change, Army officials 
also had in mind the convenience of op- 
eration in the various shops throughout 
the reservation where modern machinery 
is installed which is rapidly becoming 
the general practice to be operated by 
A. C. current.” 

Power Demands During Graduation Week 

“The revamping of the electrical util- 
ities at West Point,” continued Colonel 
Hartman, “was only done after an ex- 
tensive and complete survey was made 
with the object of providing proficient, 
adequate service, and the maximum in- 
surance of obsolescence for a period of 
years, keeping in mind the desire for 
realizing sefvice and low maintenance 
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cost to render successful operation with- 
out resorting to highly specialized per- 
sonnel. The requirements of this sys- 
tem are peculiar to West Point alone 
and different from the usual utility 
system. This is also true of the load 
characteristics of the system where 
peaks are caused by the intensive activ- 
ity occasioned during graduation week, 
when exercises, entertainment, dances 
and numerous other activities occur 
simultaneously.” 

“Furthermore,” Colonel Hartman 
said, “with the rapid progress being 
made in the art of war, and the bearing 
this has on the principal institution for 
its dissimination in this country, there 
was no telling when, through an act of 
Congress, the activities of the entire 
post might be greatly amplified, all of 
which lead to the provision of ample 
eapacity for the future both in genera- 
tion and distribution of electric energy. 
The load factor will be kept reasonably 
high through the increasing use of elec- 
tric ranges, refrigerators, and other ap- 
pliances, which were out of the question 
with the old system.” 

Highways Relighted 

The 314 miles of new highway of the 
West Point reservation is lighted with 
an ornamental designed lighting stand- 
ard known as the U. 8S. Military Acad- 
emy Standard. These poles and lumi- 
naires were especially designed by Army 
and Westinghouse engineers to harmon- 
ize with the architecture of the sur- 
rounding buildings and therefore, are 
unique. 

The particular feature of the new 
street lighting system is that the light 
from the lamps does not radiate out 
with equal intensity in every direction. 
A certain amount of light is permitted 
to fall upon the buildings along the 
street, but by far the greatest proportion 
is directed down upon the street where 
it is wanted. This is accomplished by 
means of a system of refractors. 

The result of this arrangement is that 
a substantially uniform illumination is 
secured along the entire length of the 
roadways. There are none of those al- 
ternating spots of light and darkness 
which are so annoying and dangerous to 
motorists. In addition the lights them- 
selves do not dazzle the eyes of drivers, 
and even the glare from the brilliant 
headlights on approaching cars is so 
minimized by the prevailing illumina- 
tion as to be practically harmless. 


Power Plant Reconstructed 

The bulk of the reconstruction in the 
power plant was executed by the West- 
inghouse Electric & Manufacturing Com- 
pany, whose contract called for the in- 
stallation of two 1,000 kilowatt turbine 
generators, complete switchgear and 
control switchboard for the turbo gen- 
erator together with regulating and 
switching equipment for the street light- 
ing circuits. With this new equipment 
provisions have been made so that in 
the event of an extensive acquisition of 
land beyond the present complement of 
the reservation, the distribution system 
could be readily changed to operate at 
the high voltage over the greater dis- 
tance with the increased load involved. 
This can be accomplished at a very 
minimum expense. Lt. John E. Franks, 
and Arthur Staudinger, Consulting Engi- 
neer, Quartermaster Department U. S. 
Army, assisted Colonel Hartman in this 
undertaking. 





Spotsylvania Roads Progress 


Fredericksburg, Va.—aAll the Battle 
Fields Memorial roadways under con- 
struction in the Spotsylvania Court 
House “sector” have been graded. Bas- 
kerville & Haskins, contractors on that 
job, are now cleaning up the right of 
way and planing down rough surfaces. 

Lt. Col. Arthur E. Wilbourn, resident 
member of the Federal government’s 
Memorial Commission, and his assistant, 
Capt. Montague, drove over the Spotsyl- 
vania Battlefield road system in the first 
automobile that ever was driven clear

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Honors General Stephan 


At noon, Sept. 20, President Hoover 
pinned a medal on Maj. Gen. Anton 
Stephan, of Washington, Commander of 
the 29th Division, Commander of the 
Militia of the District of Columbia, in 
honor of his forty-five years continuous 
service in the military establishment of 
the United States. Old soldiers know- 
ing 18 as the age of enlistment will say 
he ought to be retiring, but he still has 
a few years. Fellow citizens who know 
him will note the news with appreciative 
interest,—perhaps resolve to telephone 
him congratulations, but they will be 
few. 

Gen. Stephan’s military career goes 
back to 1887, when at the age of 16, he 
enlisted in the “Ordway Rifles,” using a 
broomstick for a gun in drill formation, 
and wearing a uniform composed of a 
cast-off Civil War clothing. Gen Stephan, 
of French descent, was born at sea while 
his parents were en route to the United 
States. 

Shortly after his enlistment he was 
given the rank of Corporal, which was 
followed by his promotion to Sergeant 
within a year. He was commissioned a 
Lieutenant in 1898, but at the outbreak 
of the Spanish American War he dropped 
back to Sergeant. Twelve years after 
joining the Fourth Battalion, District 
National Guard, he was commissioned 
a Major. He served on the Mexican 
border as Lieutenant Colonel from June 
29, 1916, to March 12, 1917. He then 
saw active service in the World War, 
where he trained men in France to par- 
ticipate in the action on the front lines. 
Approximately 500,000 men _ passed 
through Col Stephan’s various commands 
while he was overseas. 

He was promoted to the rank of 
Brigadier General on April 26, 1920, at 
which time he was made Commander of 
the District of Columbia National Guard. 
He was made Major General on July 31, 
1923, and given command of the Twenty- 
ninth Division, which is composed of the 
National Guard of Maryland, Virginia 
and the District of Columbia, and a 
heavy artillery regiment from Pennsyl- 
vania. Maj. Gen. Stephan has been a 
most efticient commander and has trained 
thousands of young men.

General Quill Retires 


Brig. Gen. James Joseph Quill, Cav- 
alry, assigned as Commanding General 
53rd Cavalry Brigade, Wisconsin Nation- 
al Guard, having attained the age of 
sixty-four years has been transferred to 
the Wisconsin National Guard Retired 
List. 

General Quill began his military ca- 
reer as a Private with Troop K, 7th U.S. 
Cavalry, in 1888. He was stationed at 
Ft. Sill, which, at that time, was Indian 
Territory. He served with this organiza- 
tion until 1896, when he was honorably 
discharged as a Sergeant. During this 
period he participated in the campaign 
against the hostile.Sioux Indians in South 
Dakota, during the winter of 1890-1891, 
and against the Yaqui Indians in Arizona 
in 1896. On May 27, 1897, he enlisted as 
a Private with Troop A, 1st Wisconsin 
Cavalry, Wisconsin National Guard. On 
September 10, 1898, he was appointed a 
Sergeant, and served continuously in 
this grade and with the same organiza- 
tion until April 5, 1917. He was called 
into Federal service on October 5, 1916, 
for service on the Mexican Border, and 
was mustered out of Federal service on 
October 20, 1916. On April 6, 1917, he 
was commissioned First Lieutenant, 
Cavalry, and assigned to Troop C, 1st 
Wisconsin Cavalry. On June 11, 1917, 
he was promoted to the rank of Captain, 
and assigned to command Troop C, 1st 
Cavalry. On July 15, 1917, he responded 
to the call of the President, and was 
drafted into U.S. service on August 5, 
1917, and was transferred to the 120th 
Field Artillery. While in the U.S. ser- 


vice, he was promoted to the rank of 
Major, and honorably discharged with

this rank on July 2, 1919. He served 
overseas during the period March 4 to 
September 9, 1918. On September 18, 
1919, he was commissioned Major in the 
Wisconsin National Guard Reserve. On 
February 1, 1920, he resigned this com- 
mission to accept a like commission in 
the Wisconsin National Guard, to rank 
from July 8, 1919, and was assigned to 
command the ist Squadron, ist Regi- 
ment Wisconsin Cavalry.

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Nicaraguan Bandit Clashes 

Lt. Col. Calvin B. Matthews, USMO, 
commanding the Nicaraguan National 
Guard Detachment, reported to the De- 
partment that Guardia patrols had had 
contacts with bandit groups, one on 
Sept. 12 and three on Sept. 14, during 
which nine bandits were killed and a 
number wounded. One member of the 
guardia was wounded. 

On Sept. 12, Lt. Nicholas M. Grieco 
(First Sergeant, USMC), and Lt. Daniel 
R. Downey (Corporal, USMC), with 
patrol from Corinto Rinca, had contact 
with a small bandit group at Paso Real, 
Jinotega Province, Central Nicaragua. 

On Sept. 14, Lt. Louis A. Kalman 
(Sergeant, USMC), and Lieutenant Ar- 
tola, Nicaraguan, with El Sauce patrol, 
had three contacts during one hour and 
ten minutes with a bandit group of two 
hundred men led either by Colindres or 
Salgado and Umanzor in the vicinity of 
Villa Nueva, in western Nicaragua. “The 
bandits were well armed and well sup- 
plied with ammunition,” Colonel Mat- 
thews reported, “and attacked the guar- 
dia patrol two different times from three 
sides. Each attack repulsed and bandits 
were finally scattered to the northward.” 

Reports of three additional contacts 
with bandit groups by Guardia patrols 
were announced Sept. 20. Casualties re- 
ported were one member of the Guardia 
killed and one wounded. Six bandits 
were killed, including the leader of one 
group, Tomas Pineda, and several were 
wounded. 

Lt. Col. Matthews reported that Capt. 
Orrel A. Inman, USMC, and Navirro 
Patrol of the Central Area, had two con- 
tacts with bandit groups on September 
13th in the vicinity of Guasaca, 15 miles 
northeast of Matagalpa. 

On September 17th, Lieutenant Bohous 
G. Sinkule with Somoto patrol had con- 
tact with a bandit group estimated from 
100 to 150 men, believed to be under 
leaders Colindres, Irias and Blandon, at 
4 a.m. near Naranjo, Central Nicaragua, 
when the bandits were driven from their 
position of ambush and took position on 
nearby hills. At daylight Lieutenant 
Sinkule’s patrol was _ reinforced by 
patrols from Monterrey and Condega 
under Lt. Hewin 0. Hammond (2nd Lt. 
USMC). After a sharp fight, the bandits 
were routed. A number of animals and 
a quantity of supplies were captured by 
the Guardia. 


Captain Gillmor Selected 
The President has approved the re- 
commendation of a selection board that 
Capt. Horatio Gonzalo Gillmor, CC, USN, 
be promoted to the permanent rank of 
Rear Admiral, CC, USN, to fill the 
vacancy created in that grade by the 
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retirement of Kear Admiral George H. 
Rock, CC, USN, Chief of the Bureau of 
Construction and Repair, on October 1. 

Captain Gillmor is now a member of 
the Board of Inspection and Survey and 
also a member of the Joint Merchant 
Vessel Board. He was born at Meno- 
monie, Wisconsin, January 7, 1870, and 
was appointed to the Naval Academy 
in 1887. He completed the postgraduate 
course in Naval Architecture at the 
Royal Naval College, Greenwich, Eng- 
land, in 1894, and during the Spanish 
War was ordered to Elswick, England, 
to superintend the completion of the 
cruiser Albany, which the United States 
had purchased from the Brazilian gov- 
ernment. 

He served as Superintending Construc- 
tor at Bath Shipbuilding Works, Bath, 
Maine, from 1902 to 1907, when he was 
transferred to a similar position at the 
Fore River Shipbuilding Company. He 
was on duty as Construction Officer at 
the Navy Yard, Norfolk, Va., from 1910 
to 1914, when he was ordered to the De- 
partment of Justice, for special duty in 
assisting the conduct of litigation con- 
nected with contracts for naval vessels 
and kindred subjects. 

During the ‘World War Captain Gil- 
Imor served in the Bureau of Inspection 
and Survey and was designated a mem- 
ber of the Board of Appraisers to de- 
termine the rate of compensation for 
vessels taken for the public use, and 
also continued his work with the Depart- 
ment of Justice as additional duty. In 
1927, he was again assigned to the De- 
partment of Justice. 

In February, 1931. Captain Gillmor 
was appointed a member of the Board 
of Insnection and Survey. His home is 
at 902 North Birch Street, Creston, Iowa. 





Plane Crash Fatal 


ist Lt. Donald Goss Willis, USMC, 
and Sgt. Frank Henry Reynolds, USMC, 
were killed in an airplane crash off Point 
Loma, California, at 12:50 p.m. Septem- 
ber 20th, Capt. C. A. Blakely. Command- 
ing Officer of the USS Lexington, air- 
craft carrier, reported to the Depart- 
ment. : 

The Scouting landplane piloted by 
Lieutenant Willis with Sergeant Rey- 
nolds, passenger, spun into the water 
from an altitude of about 400 feet while 
preparing to land on the Lexington. The 
plane sunk within twenty seconds after 
striking the water, carrying both men 
down with it, and their bodies have not 
been recovered. 

Lieutenant Willis was born February 
24, 1901, at Brooklyn, N. Y. Upon gradu- 
ation from the Naval Academy in 1924, 
he was appointed a Second Lieutenant 
in the Marine Corps. and promoted to 
First Lieutenant in 1929. He served at 
Quantico, Pensacola, Fla., San Diego, 
Calif.. and Pearl Harbor, T. H., before 
reporting for duty with Scouting Squad- 
ron 9 M attached to the USS Lexington. 
He is survived by his widow, Mrs. Ida 
Willis, 465 G. Avenue, Coronado, Cali- 
fornia. His mother is Mrs. F. G. Willis, 
Spellman College, Atlanta, Ga. 

Sergeant Reynolds was born at Fall 
River. Mass.. January 22, 1900. During 
the World War he served with the U. 8. 
Army, and enlisted in the Marine Corps 
on March 22, 1923. His mother is Mrs. 
E. F. Perkins, Route 2, Greene, Maine.

Admiral McVay to Retire 


Rear Adm. Charles B. McVay, USN, 
Member of the General Board, Navy 
Department, who on Sept. 19 reached 
the statutory retirement age of 64 years, 
will be detached from active duty on 
October 1 and transferred to the retired 
list of the Navy. 


Secretary of the Navy Adams in com- 
mending Admiral MeVay for his service 
in the Navy, which began in 1886, 
stated: 


“Your career in the active naval ser- 
vice extending over a period of forty-six 
years has included many activities with- 
in the varied scope of the Naval profes- 
sion. All the duties which have been as- 
signed to you have been discharged com- 
petently, ably, and to the fullest satis- 
faction of the Department.” 

Rear Admiral McVay was born in 
Edgeworth, Pa., Sept. 19, 1868, and was 
appointed to the Naval Academy in 1886. 
He was commissioned Ensign July 1, 
1892; Lieutenant (junior grade) March 
3, 1899; Lieutenant July 6, 1899; Lieu- 
tenant Commander July 1, 1905; Com- 
mander March 4, 1911; Captain August 
29, 1916; Rear Admiral January 23, 
1923. 

During the Spanish-American War, 
Admiral MeVay served aboard the USS 
Amphitrite. monitor attached to the 
North Atlantic Squadron. The Amphi- 
trite saw action May 12, 1898, off San 
Juan, Porto Rico, when it successfully 
engaged a shore battery at that place. 
From 1902 to 1905, he was attached to 
the famous old Hartford, and then was 
ordered to the Naval Academy for duty. 
From 1907 to 1908, he served on board 
the USS Alabama, battleship. From 
1908 to 1910, he commanded the USS 
Yankton, converted yacht, during the 
round-the-world cruise of the Atlantic 
Fleet, which was sent to the relief of 
the earthquake victims at Messina, 
Italy. For this service, Admiral McVay 
was awarded a Silver Medal by the 
Italian Red Cross. 

After further duty at the Naval Acad- 
emy, and as Chief of Staff Asiatic Fleet 
and Assistant to the Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Ordnance, Admiral McVay at- 
tended the Naval War College, Newport, 
in 1916, and then was ordered to com- 
mand the USS New Jersey, battleship. 
During the latter part of the World 
War, he commanded the USS Oklahoma, 
battleship, based at Berehaven, Ireland, 
operating in association and cooperation 
with the British naval forces, and for 
this duty was awarded the Navy’s Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. 

From July 1919 to June 1920, Admiral 
MeVay was at the Navy Yard, Washing- 
ton, D. ©., first as Captain of the Yard 
and Assistant Superintendent of the Na- 
val Gun Factory, and later as Com- 
mandant of the Yard and Superintendent 
of the Gun Factory. In June 1920, he 
was commissioned Chief of the Bureau 
of Ordnance, Navy Department, with 
the rank of Rear Admiral for a tour of 
four years, following that duty with ser- 
vice in command of the Yangtze Patrol 
in China from 1923 to 1925. He then 
returned to the Navy Department as a 
member of the General Board and as 
Navy Department Budget Officer. His 
last tour of sea service was as Com- 
mander-in-Chief, U. S. Asiatic Fleet, 
with the rank of Admiral, from March 
1929 to October 1931, at which time he 
reverted to his permanent rank of Rear 
Admiral and was ordered to the General 
Board, Navy Department, his present 
duty. 

Members of Admiral MeVay’s Staffs 
while he was in command of the Yangtze 
Patrol and as Commander in Chief of 
the Asiatic Fleet gave a dinner in honor 
of Admiral and Mrs. McVay at the 
Chevy Chase Club, Monday.

WEST COAST ARMY WINS 

Presidio of San Francisco, Calif.— 
—The West Coast Army football team 
formally opened the 1932 Pacific Coast 
football season here Sept. 12 by defeat- 
ing the strong Olympie Club football ele- 
ven from San Francisco, 7 to 6.

CONGRESSMAN BYRNS, OF TENNESSEE, and Congressman Wood, of 
Indiana, who have been in Washington this week, have made statements that the 
federal pay cut will be eliminated for the next fiscal year, “if business improves,” 
but both admit fear that there will not be sufficient recovery within the next six 
months to justify such action. The Service appropriation bills, according to the 
Chairman and senior Republican member of the Appropriations Committee, will 
carry the schedules of pay authorized by law, as will the appropriations for the 
civilian executive departments, and just before the new fiscal year begins the pro- 
visions of the Economy law will be extended to cover that period. 

The attitude of Messrs. Byrns and Wood is not surprising to those who know of 
their anxiety to make political economy records. Like other members, they have 
their pet projects, and it so happens that reduction of the Army and Navy is among 
them. Both voted against active duty pay for Reserve officers, and against con- 
tinuance of summer training at the R. O. T. and C. M. T. Camps, and for the cut in 
the commissioned personnel of the Army. Both favored the abolition of the 
Transport Services. It is too much to hope that they will favor the removal of 
the pay penalty imposed by the Economy Law upon the commissioned personnel, 
although the facts in their possession show conclusively that the application of the 
same rule to the military as to the civilian employes was unjust and discriminatory. 
In the consideration which will be given to the provisions of the Economy Law 
during the coming session, comparison will be made of the treatment in the matter 
of advances which were made in civilian and military pay during the golden time 
of prosperity. This should remove all opposition to the proposal to place the com- 
missioned officers of the Services on the same status as the enlisted personnel,—in 
other words authorize the pay provided for in the existing schedules. 





IF CONGRESS SHOULD refuse to rectify its unjust action, then the Services 
will be forced to cut their cloth according to its size. They will have to do what 
the Metropolitan Life Insurance Company has been advising in its series of adver- 
tisements: “Get readjusted.” It is recognized this will be difficult, particularly for 
the officers in the lower grades for whom especially there is crying need for adequate 
pay. We are told that morale has been hurt by the discriminatory policy enforced, 
which is only natural. But, fortunately for the country, there is great resiliency in 
the Services, and there is a fervid patriotism which assures their standing back 
of the Government through thick and thin. It is some comfort that the depression 
has reduced costs, which has tended to lighten the burden carried. It is also com- 
forting to know there is a determined group in both Houses which favors adequate 
pay. But in the meantime, it is worth while to face conditions as they are, to 
recognize that the depression after all is but temporary and has been passed through 
repeatedly by the United States and will be passed through now, and to recognize 
the truth of the Metropolitan Life’s statement that “the man who is saturated 
with gloom spreads it.” In other words, let us preach the gospel of cheer and be 
centers which will radiate encouragement throughout the Nation. : 





WHEN COUNT VON BERNSTORFF, who as German Ambassador was dis- 
missed from the United States prior to our entrance into the World War, left the 
Foreign Office in London the other day, he utted this epigram in connection with the 
German Arms demand: “Equality is not parity.” We do not know what dictionary 
was responsible for the difference the German found in the meaning of the two 
words, but, because of our interest in the London Treaty, we examined our standard 
dictionaries, and found general agreement that they are synonymcous. Equality is 
described as “the state or quality of being equal, as in amount, value or rank.” 
Parity is defined as “Equality, as of condition or rank; like state or degree; 
equivalent position; equal value.” Accepting Count von Bernstorff’s view, the 
United States, upon the seas, is in the same position as Germany, for while it has 
been accorded equality, it certainly has not parity, since Great Britain, France and 
Japan have been building, while the United States has laid down no new con- 
struction. Taking our own dictionary meaning, the United States, for the same 
reason, has neither equality nor parity. It is regarded as unlikely that the forth- 
coming naval estimates will contain provision for new construction. During the 
impending session of Congress the most that can be hoped for will be the enact- 
ment of either the Hale or Vinson bill. The country should not forget, however, 
that with construction by other nations the equality or parity which was the aim 
of the London Treaty will be more distant, and the superiority which the United 
States enjoyed at the time of the Washington Treaty will have been given away 
for no return. 





WHEN ARMAMENT INTERESTS SEND a representative to report updén.the 
Disarmament Conference, instantly there is a loud cry from officials and even a 
congressional investigation. When a pacifist organization takes like action and 
blazons forth in praise thereof. smug satisfaction is expressed. The National 
Council for the Prevention of War, which admits it spent $180,000 for propaganda 
purposes last year, is patting itself on the back in its news bulletin for the work 
done by Mrs. Laura Puffer Morgan, its representative at Geneva. “Our disarma- 
ment clip sheet,” says the bulletin, “carrying her letters and other important 
material has been sent fortnightly for a year to all of the twenty-five hundred 
daily papers in the country. It was widely used, one editorial which we traced 
appearing in a hundred newspapers.” Two thousand audiences were addressed, 
four thousand disarmament committees were used, and two million pieces 
of literature were distributed. It would be interesting to know where the bulk 
of the Council’s funds were obtained, and what salaries are paid to Mr. Frederick 
J. Libby and his cohorts. The contributors are entitled to know whether the 
Economy Law has been applied and in what way the money has been used.

If the 
man is not an inmate of the hospital but 
had war service, the Government will 
furnish a lot-in a military cemetery and 
will pay $107 for funeral expenses and 
a flag. If the ex-service man was not 
a veteran of any war, a lot is furnished 
free but no funeral expenses are paid.

J. M.—A widow of a retired soldier 
is entitled to a pension from the Gov- 
ernment if her husband served in the 
Spanish American War, regardless of 
whether his death was due to a service 
connected disability or not. If the hus- 
band was not a veteran of the Spanish 
American War his widow must prove 
that his death was directly due to his 
service, to be eligible for a pension. This 
is also true of a widow of an honorably 
discharged World War veteran.

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SERVICE NEWS AND GOSSIP 





Army Service Schools.—Studies are now under way in the War Department General 
Staff and the offices of the various chiefs of arms and services looking toward 
readjustments in the service schools next year necessitated by the severe curtail- 
ment of the number of officers assigned both as students and for staff and faculty 
duty at those institutions. 

It will be recalled that recent announcement by The Adjutant General detailing 
the distribution of the officers of the Army next year had as its main objective the 
assignment of as many officers as possible to duty with troops. In order to accom- 
plish this it was necessary to reduce the number of officers on duty in Washington 
and the number assigned to school duty. The directive contemplates that next 
year the number of officers on staff and faculty duty will be about 145 less than 
this year and that the number of student officers at the service schools will be 
about 350 less than this year. 

Some consideration has been given to a plan to consolidate the two one-year 
courses conducted at the various schools into one one-year course. Thus instead 
of having a basic or company officers class and also an advanced class, there 
would be just one course combining the features of both. It is understood authori- 
tatively that no concrete recommendations along this line have been made to the 
higher authorities, but it is possible that some such recommendations may reach 
the top. ‘ 

Some consideration had been given to reducing the course at the Command 
and General Staff School, Leavenworth, Kans., from two years to one year, but 
this, it is understood, has been definitely rejected and that course will remain 
at two years. 

Regardless of this, however, there probably will be other readjustments because 
of the lower enrollment and small staff and faculties. In the Infantry, for example, 
the table of distribution now permits 108 officers on staff and faculty duty and 
293 as students, while the allotment for next year will be 72 and 141 respectively. 
In the Cavalry the staff and faculty this year is allowed 31 officers while 78 may 
be assigned as students, while next year there will be 21 and 37 respectively. The 
Field Artillery is cut from 43 for staff and faculty and 117 students to 29 and 58 
respectively. 

Some of the other branches will be reduced as follows: Coast Artillery 27 
for staff and faculty and 79 students to 18 and 38; Air Corps 316 staff and faculty 
reduced to 271 with the students remaining at 200; Corps of Engineers, 14 staff 
and faculty and 44 students to 12 and 34; Signal Corps 23 staff and faculty and 
21 students to 19 and 16; Quartermaster Corps, 34 staff and faculty and 63 students 
to 31 and 46; Ordnance 26 students reduced to 20 with staff and faculty remaining 
at 4; Chemical Warfare students cut from 7 to 5 with staff and faculty remaining 
at 10; Army War College staff and faculty cut from 42 to 34 with students remain- 
ing at 75; Command and General Staff school from 85 staff and faculty and 240 
students to 75 and 230; United States Military Academy staff and faculty cut from 
181 to 177. The Medical Corps allotment of 100 officers for staff faculty and student 


duty remains unchanged.

Representative Collins May Lose Seat.—Representative Ross Collins, of Meriden, 
Miss., Army reduction proponent, in the opinion of those familiar with the Missis- 
sippi political situation, stands a good chance of losing his seat in the next 
Congress. 

Although nominated in his old district some weeks ago, and nomination in 
Mississippi has always been tantamount to election, Mr. Collins along with other 
incumbents named in the district primaries, will probably be faced with a contest 
in the House of Representatives, which will all hinge on the construction of a 
Federal court injunction, and the judgment of the Democratic leaders of the House. 

Mississippi lost one representative in the national redistribution, and when the 
state legislature passed a redistricting law, which combined the districts of Repre- 
sentative Collier and the late Representative Percy Quin, and leaving the other 
members’ territory practically intact, the constitutionality of the statute was imme- 
diately attacked in the courts. The veteran legislator Collier was in the hospital 
at the time the statute was enacted, but upon his return to health he sought to 
prevent the election being held as provided in his absence, which forced him to 
run against Representative Ellzey, who had taken Representative Quin’s seat. 
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The primaries were held, and Mr. Collier did not enter, with the result that Repre- 
sentative Ellzey was nominated from the Collier-Ellzey district and most of the 
other incumbents were renominated from their districts. 

Losing his suit contesting the validity of the redistricting statute in the state 
courts, Mr. Collier took his fight into the Federal courts and a Federal injunction 
was granted, enjoining the Secretary of State from placing the names of the 
district nominees on the election ballot this fall. 

Undaunted, the Democratic state committee plans to certify the names of the 
district nominees to the Secretary of State as nominees from the state at large, 
contending that the party may select its candidates to run in the elections at large, 
by &ny method it choses. If this program is carried, and there is nothing to 
indicate that a change will be made, their names will appear on the ballot in 
November as the Democratic ticket, while Representative Collier, heading an 
independent Democratic ticket, to be placed on the ballot by petition, will oppose 
them. Predictions are that Representative Collins as well as most of the district 
nominees will win by good majorities in such a race, and will be certified to the 
House of Representatives as duly elected representatives from the state of Mis- 
sissippi. 

However, the contest will be taken to the House, and that body will have to 
decide whether the election was lawful, or unlawful. This decision will lie in 
the hands of the inner circle of Democratic leaders, and if the issue is clearly 
between a slate headed by Collier, and a slate of the other incumbents, it is qa 
good guess that the latter will be unseated. Representative Collier, chairman of 
the powerful Committee on Ways and Means, is a member of the so-called inner 
group himself and beloved by the other Democratic leaders. None of the other 
incumbents, is in nearly so strong a position, while several of them have been 


party-bolters. . " " 


Field Artillery School Developments—Within the last few months the following 
instructional literature has been published at the Field Artillery School: 

The department of Gunnery has prepared Field Artillery Book 160 ‘‘Elementary 
Gunnery,” a text which includes elementary ballistics and dispersion, effects of 
projectiles, fire commands and gunners examination. It is intended for students 
to whom the 75-mm gun, M-1897, horse-drawn, is available. 

The Department of Material has prepared Field Artillery Book 100 “Material, 
Elementary,” this text discusses the history and development, in general, of both 
artillery and ammunition. The specific discussion is limited to the 75-mm gun, 
M-1897, and the 155-mm howitzer, M-1918, and the ammunition for those weapons. 

The Department of Tactics and Communication has prepared Field Artillery 
Book 223, “Elementary Tactics,” which cover the rudiments of organization of the 
army, tactics and technique of the associated arms, and the tactical employment of 
field artillery. 

All these books were illustrated and arranged for publication by the Extension 
Course of the Field Artillery School. 

The new Director of the Extension Course of the Field Artillery School is 
Lt. Col. James L. Collins, FA, who has just completed a tour of duty as Military 
Attache at Rome, Italy. He succeeds Maj. Marvin Heyser, FA, who was Director 
for the last four years and now commands a battalion of field artillery at Schofield 


Barracks, Hawaii.

An interesting program is being arranged and a good attendance 
of chaplains is expected. 

Arthur H., Jr., and Richard, sons of Rev. Arthur H. Marsh, one of our honored 
chaplains who died in active service during the World War, have been named 
candidates at large and eligible for examination with a view to admission to the 
United States Military Academy at West Point in 1933. 

High Holy Days (Rosh Hashanah) from sundown September 30th to sundown 
October 2nd and the Day of Atonement (Yom Kippur) from sundown Oct. 9 to 
sundown Oct. 10. The War Department announces that consistent with necessary 
duties men of Jewish faith may, upon their request, be granted furloughs to enable 
them to participate in these religious ceremonies.

who is on sick leave and scheduled for retirement in October. 


View Eclipse——Among those who obtained excellent air views of the recent eelipse 
of the sun were Capt. Albert W. Stevens and ist Lt. Charles D. McAllister, of the 
Army Air Corps. 

Captain Stevens took up with him three types of cameras, one with long focal 
length to shoot the corona; one of medium focal length and the third with a short 
focal length. Only the medium focal length camera was equipped with a ray filter. 
The shutters were slowed down to give an exposure of one-seventh of a second. 
This proved to be sufficient to obtain photographs of the moon shadow, using botb 
the medium and short focal length camera. A faster exposure could have been 
used on the corona. Negatives were secured of the shadow moving across the 
clouds which show the character of the shad~.° very distinctly. With these nega- 
tives made a few seconds apart, the passage of the shadow can be noted from 
cloud to cloud. 

In addition to the cameras, a device was carried for measuring the intensity 
of cosmic rays at high altitude. Captain Stevens stated that since cosmic rays vary 
immensely with increase of altitude they offer the possibility of making altitude 
measurements through the varying intensity of the rays themselves. 

The flight of Captain Stevens and Lieutenant McAllister to the scene of the 
totality of the eclipse was sponsored by the National Geographic Society, which 
defrayed all the expenses incident to same. In reporting upon the eclipse, Captain 
Stevens likened the phenomenon to a “Celestial hurdle race staged only for eyes 
that could view it from miles above the clouds.” For 30 miles he and Lieutenant 
McAllister watched the approaching great dark spot of shadow moving at a speed 
greater than that of a rifle bullet, as it topped cloud bank after cloud bank, 
apparently sinking to earth between the clouds. The cloud masses which almost 
ruined the observations of many astronomical expeditions in the New England 
area were actually a help to the National Geographic Society expedition, providing 
a splendid screen for Captain Stevens’ observations. He made exposures of the 
approaching shadow at 5-minute intervals and is confident that some of his plates 
will show the curvature of the rushing shadow, a photographic feat never before 
successfully accomplished. 

From 27.000 feet above sea level, Captain Stevens said, conditions for observing 
the sun itself were ideal. The delicate colors of the corona and prominences were 
visible in their full glory. A number of photographs were taken. To identify points 
around the sun’s disk, he adopted in his report to the National Geographic Society 
the device of indicating the positions by comparison to those of an hour hand i 
its travels around a clock face. 
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Bonds of Accountable Officers—Revision of Army Regulation 35-220, treating of 
Bonds of accountable officers, is now underway in the War Department. When the 
regulation is reprinted with changes there will be added after the word checks in 
paragraph 3, subparagraph a, the words “or official papers of any sort.” The fol- 
Jowing new paragraph, designed subparagraph ¢ will be added: 

“When new bonds are required.—(1) Bonds given by enlisted men and civilian 
clerks appointed as assistants to disbursing officers under the provisions of a above 
are so conditioned that they remain in force notwithstanding changes of dis- 
bursing officers for whom they act. However, the protection afforded by the bond 
during the incumbency of the incoming disbursing officer does not always amount 
to the full extent of the penalty named therein as depletions may have occurred by 
application of prior liability against the bond. It is also possible that a liability 
which occurred during a period prior to the change of disbursing officers already 
existed under the bond but was not disclosed at the time of change of disbursing 
officers, creating a mistaken impression of the amount of protection afforded. In 
either case, the amount collectible under such bond for possible future claims is 
minimized accordingly. 

“(2) Whenever a change in disbursing officers necessitates the redesignation 
and appointment of an assistant, a new bond will be required of the assistant. In 
such cases the sureties make adjustment of unearned premiums and allow them to 
be applied to the new bond. A new bond will not be required when the change in 
disbursing officers is temporary only. 

“(3) The requirement for a new bond as prescribed in (2) above may be 
waived when so desired by the disbursing officer only upon giving satisfactory 
reasons therefor to the Chief of Finance. 

“(4) Disbursing officers will specify when making requests for assistants 
whether the term of appointment is permanent or temporary.”

Army Retirements—Brig. Gen. William S. McNair, having reached the age of 64 
years on Sept. 18, was this week ordered retired Sept. 30 with the rank of major 
general, which rank he held in the World War. 

General McNair was born at Tecumseh, Mich. He was graduated from West 
Point in 1890, being commissioned in the Artillery, later, in 1907 he was assigned 
to the Field Artillery. He was detailed in the Inspector General’s Department 
from Nov. 5, 1914 until July 6, 1916 and again from July 21, 1919 to Oct. 3, 1919. 
General McNair has had a varied and interesting career. He served in China in 
1900; took part in the operations in the Philippines from 1901 to 1903, participating 
in the campaign against the Moros around Lake Lanao. During the trouble on the 
Mexican Border he was made a brigadier general of the New York National Guard 
and placed in command of the New York Field Artillery Brigade during its mobiliza- 
tion July 1916 to January 1917. In September 1917, he was appointed commander 
of the 151st Field Artillery Brigade at Camp Devens, Mass., starting overseas with 
that organization July 17, 1918. He commanded this outfit in France until Sept. 
12, 1918, having been in the meanwhile promoted to be a major general, National 
Army. As a major general he was attached to headquraters, Army Artillery, First 
Army, later becoming chief of artillery, First Corps, which post he held until after 
the Armistice. 

General McNair holds the Distinguished Service Cross and Silver Star Citation. 
His name was placed on the Initial General Staff Corps eligible list. 

Lt. Col. Ebenezer G. Beuret, Inf., having been found incapacitated for active 
service because of disability incident thereto, his retirement on Sept. 30 was an- 
nounced in Special Orders Sept. 22. Colonel Beuret was born in Ohio, Sept. 30, 
1878. In 1901 he was graduated from the University of Michigan with the degree 
of A. B. In 1904 he enlisted in the Infantry, serving successively as private, 
Corporal and Sergeant. He was commissioned a second lieutenant of Infantry in 
1907. He served as a lieutenant colonel during the World War, reverting to the 
rank of major after the war and then reaching his present grade in the regular 
army. Colonel Beuret is on the General Staff Corps eligible list and is a graduate 
of the Command and General Staff School. 

Col. Franklin F. Wing, DC, Ft. Jay, N. Y., was this week ordered to proceed to 
his home and await retirement. 

Lt. Col. Nathan Horowitz, FA, New London, Conn., has been ordered to report 
to the Army Retiring Board at Boston for examination. 

Maj. Reuben A. Campbell, MC, Letterman General Hospital, has been ordered 
to report to the Army Retiring Board at the Presidio of San Francisco for ex- 
amination.

Limitation of Navy Canteens—A broad intimation that curtailment of Navy and 
Marine Corps canteens and post exchanges will be recommended by the Shannon 
committee investigating the Government in business was made by the chairman of 
the group, Representative Shannon of Missouri, this week. At a meeting of the 
committee at which Maj. Gen. John L. DeWitt, USA, Quartermaster General of the 
Army, and other army officers were testifying, Mr. Shannon asked if they knew 
whether the Navy Department had taken any steps to limit the activities of the 
canteens at naval shore stations. 

“l’ye been watching,” he stated. “To see if anyone in the Navy would take 
notice of what was done in the Army toward eliminating the abuses of the post 
exchange. The Thomas amendment on the Army appropriation act forced the War 
Department to remedial measures, and I have been wondering whether the Navy is 
going to take any action on its account to stop similar abuses.” 

He did not go any further, but it was plain from his manner that he intended 
Some action in the matter. 

No one representing the Navy has appeared before the committee, which has 
been meeting almost continuously since Congress adjourned. It is stated at the 
committee that no one is being called by the group, but that if any Government 
department or agency wishes to be heard, its representatives will be welcomed. 
Hearings, it is said, will be completed within the next few days, when the committee 
will begin to draft its report to the House. 

Although the Navy has sent no one to appear before the group to present its 
side of the case, business men from Norfolk, Virginia, and from Puget Sound, 
Wash., have urged legislation abolishing or curtailing Navy stores or canteens at 
the naval stations at these points, and have found sympathetic listeners on the 
committee.

M. O. W. W. Convention 


The Twelfth National Convention of 
the Military Order of the World War 
will be held in Washington, D. C., Oct. 
6,7 and 8. The Order is patterned after 
the Order of the Cincinnati which was 
made up of George Washington’s Officers 
who fought in the Revolution and has 
since descended down through their eld- 
est sons. The Military Order of the 
World War is made up of Officers who 
served during the World War and it has 
hereditary privileges. 

The first day of the Convention will 
be turned over to the Delegates for 
sight-seeing in Washington with a Re- 
ception in the Chinese Room at the 
Hotel Mayflower at 8.00 P. M. that eve- 
ning, while the Officers of the General 
Staff are holding their wind-up meet- 
ings in another part of the Hotel. 

The main business session will be 
ealled to order by Brig. Gen. John Ross 
Delafield, the Commander-in-Chief at 
9.30 A. M. on the morning of Oct. 7. 
The Convention will be welcomed to 
Washington, D. C., by Lt. Col. George E. 
Ijams, the Commander of the District 
of Columbia Chapter, after which will 
follow the seating of Delegates, appoint- 
ment of Committees and the reading of 
Officers’ reports. ° 

This session will witness addresses by 
Maj. Gen. George Van Horn Moseley, 
Deputy Chief of Staff of the Army; 
Rear Adm. F. B. Upham, Chief of Bu- 
reau of Navigation; Maj. Gen. Ben He- 
bard Fuller, Commandant, U. S. Marine 
Corps, and Maj. Gen. Herbert B. Crosby, 
Commissioner of the District of Colum- 
bia. 

At 12.30 the Delegates will be received 
at the White House by the President 
of the United States and Mrs. Hoover 
and a picture will be taken on the White 
House lawn. After luncheon the Dele- 
gates will proceed to Arlington National 
Cemetery where they will be received at 
the Tomb of the Unknown Soldier by a 
detail from the United States Army and 
there will be the ceremony of placing a 
wreath on the Tomb, followed by the 
firing of a Salute by the Army Detach- 
ment and sounding of Taps by Sst. 
Frank Wichey, who blew Taps at the 
original burial of the Unknown Soldier. 
At 3.30 P. M. the Delegates will assemble 
at the Tomb of General George Wash- 
ington at Mount Vernon where a similar 
tribute will be paid to the first Com- 
mander-in-Chief of the United States 
Army. 

The Annual Banquet will be held in 
the Grand Ballroom of the Hotel May- 
flower at 7.30 P. M. It will be followed 
by a Grand Military Ball to which the 
Military and Naval Attaches of the vari- 
ous Foreign Embassies have been invited 
to be present in the uniforms and dec- 
orations of their country. 

Saturday morning will witness the 
second business session at which the 
various resolutions will be adopted, pol- 
icies outlined, and Officers elected and 
installed. 

There are a number of resolutions 
now in the hands of the Resolutions 
Committee calling for an extensive cam- 
paign in behalf of adequate Army and 
Navy appropriations, including taking 
the stand against any reduction in the 


service personnel. 
There will be addresses by Col. C. D. 
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Herron, USA, executive for Reserve Offi- 
cers; Senator Simeon D. Fess, National 
Chairman of the Bicentennial Commis- 
sion, and Dr. Cloyd Heck Marvin, Chair- 
man of the District of Columbia Bicen- 
tennial Commission. 

Reports now coming in to the National 
Headquarters of the Organization in 
Washington, D. C., indicate a large and 
enthusiastic Convention and one strong 
for our Military and Naval brothers. 





Retirement of General Hoffman 

The pending retirement of Maj. Gen. 
Roy Hoffman, commanding the 45th Di- 
vision, who reaches retirement age June 
13, 1933, is viewed with regret through- 
out the three components of the Army 
of the United: States. Since General 
Hoffman enlisted for service in the 
Spanish American War he has been ac- 
tively associated with the military ser- 
vice and has worked unceasingly for the 
cause of National Defense. His separa- 
tion from the active list will be a loss 
but the best wishes of all who know him 
will accompany him. 

General Hoffman rose rapidly, becom- 
ing a colonel of the 1st Oklahoma In- 
fantry in 1901, commanding that organ- 
ization on the Mexican border in 1916. 
In August 1917 he became a brigadier 
general. During the World War he or- 
ganized the 98rd Division and took it 
overseas where he commanded it in the 
front lines. After the War he became 
a brigadier general in the Officers Re- 
serve Corps and recently became a major 
general and was given his present com- 
mand. He formerly was president of 
the Reserve Officers Association. 

During the summer training camp of 
the 45th Division at Camp Wallis, Ft. 
Sill, Okla., General Hoffman issued 
“General Orders No. 7” bidding farewell 
to his men as follows: 

“1. The time has come to say Good- 
bye. This Camp ends my tour of Mili- 
tary duty. Arms has not been my pro- 
fession, but for thirty-five years, cover- 
ing two real and one near war, I have 
been continuously in the service of the 
State and Nation, as a Citizen soldier. 

“2. In retiring I speak my admiration 
for the officers and men of the 45th. 
Their fine conduct in this camp sends 
me on the way rejoicing. Due to the 
spirit and morale of Camp Wallis, I pass 
in the blaze of your glory, and go down 
with colors flying. 

“3. This association has been very 
dear to me. It will remain through life 
a precious memory. Your loyalty, at- 
tention to orders, devotion to duty, State 
pride and regard for the service. has 
advanced full high the standard of our 
organization and set it at the front. 
This organization contains the flowering 
young manhood from the four States it 
so creditably represents. It is seasoned 
with veterans who know war and have 
gone through its blood and fire. It is 
sanctified by our comrades who sleep on 
many fields of honor. It has in its fibre 
the strength and vitality, the hopes and 
dreams of those who stand up for their 
State. who support civil authority. and 
who challenge all those within and with- 
out who would destroy our institutions, 
profane our sanctuaries, undermine or 
subvert our laws. 

“4, It believes in the supremacy of 
law. the good of the State, and that God 
in His wisdom will preserve and guide 
the destiny of this Great Republic. 

“5. The chords of memory tighten as 
age advances, and when its strings are 
struck they vibrate longer and sweeter. 
My affection for this organization, and 
the service I have loved will abide with 
me. I believe in it and that its purpose 
is for the general welfare. Keep it 
going forward toward the objective you 
yourselves have set. On the march the 
“Old Man” will be with you in spirit 
always. 

“6. I wish all Arizona, Colorado, New 
Mexico and Oklahoma could be here 
with our Governor and guests, to look 
upon their sons today. For, as you step 
out on the line of march in this my 
last review, they would see, in you 
exalted, the Nation and the State: with 
head up, eyes front, heart sound, blood 
pure, step steady, vision clear and course 
straight. 

“7. Comrades of the Superb Forty- 
Fifth. I salute you. Carry on. Hail 
and farewell.”

(Continued from Preceding Page) 
the awards in its possession despite the 
general excellence and closeness of the com- 
petition. 

All three cups, awarded one each to the 
horsed battery, the motorized battery and 
the service unit having the highest final 
scores, were captured by the ist Field, Bat- 
tery F, Battery B and Service Battery tak- 
ing the honors, respectively. 

From a spectacular standpoint the 4-horse 
drawn battery reel and the horsed gun sec- 
tions drawn by 6 horse teams were the fea- 
tures of the day. In both of these events 
the contestants were required to execute 
figure eights through narrow staked spaces 
while moving at a trot and later at a gal- 
lop. Battery F, C and D of the ist Field 
finished the first of these events in the 
order named, while batteries E and F of 
the 1st Field took places one and two, with 
battery A of the 18th Field placing third 
in the latter event. 

All entries in the motorized events were 
from the First Field, since it is the only 
motorized unit here. In the G.M.C. Omni- 
bus class batteries A, B and C finished in 
order, as they did also in the Tractor Drawn 
Gun Sections event. In the Artillery Reel 
and Cart class batteries B, A and C placed 
as listed. 

In the competition for Service units 4- 
mule escort wagons, Service Battery of the 
First Field, came in as winner with the 18th 
Field's Service battery placing 2nd and the 
Service Detachment 38th Infantry taking 
third place. 

The Exhibition Class attracted much at- 
tention from the large crowd of spectators 
and the ist Battalion Company was selected 
as the winner in this event by the judges 
with its exhibit of Air Corps Balloon wind- 
lass and Chart Room Trailer.

In this group teams of 6 horses were hitched 
to three trucks representing a weight of 
some 30,000 pounds and a draw bar pull of 
approximately 1500 pounds. After starting 
them and getting them moving freely brakes 
on the trucks were gradually employed 
until the maximum pull of the teams was 
reached. A dynamometer, invented and 
built by the Academic Division of the school, 
was interposed between the teams and the 
trucks and registered graphically on a chart 
just what the maximum draw bar pull was 
in each instance. 

The First Field took all three places in 
this event, Battery F leading with a draw 
bar pull of 6800 pounds, Battery B closely 
following for second with a draw bar pull 
of 6650 pounds and Battery EB taking third 
with a draw bar pull of 6575. 

This show, which forms part of the regu- 
lar instructional course at the school, was 
one of the most successful ever staged here. 
Government horses, regular equipment and 
only issue polishing and shining materials 
are permitted to be used, but the results 
obtained are astonishing.

Many projects of interest to the using 
arms and services of the War Depart- 
ment are now under way in the Ord. 
nance Department. 

Pyrotechnics 

Ground Troop Signal.— During the 
past month work was initiated on the 
development of a new type signal body 
for ground troop signals. Ten inert 
loaded signals were fired locally and 
functioned satisfactorily. 

If this new type proves satisfactory 
and is adopted, production will be great- 
ly increased. Also in the event that the 
propellant powder deteriorates, necessi- 
tating a reconditioning of the signal, no 
metal parts would be destroyed and the 
hazard involved in performing this work 
would be materially reduced. 

Saluting Charges 

Aberdeen Proving Ground tests of 
saluting charges loaded with commercial 
sodium nitrate black powder, in the 75 
mm Gun, M1897, and 3” W.I. Gun, have 
demonstrated that this grade of powder 
is entirely satisfactory for the purpose 
if the charge is properly confined by 
means of a material less brittle than the 
standard closing cups. A 14” felt wad 
placed beneath the paper closing cup was 
found to overcome the brittleness of the 
latter. Approval of sodium nitrate black 
powder for saluting charges is being 
withheld pending completion of a satis- 
factory specification for purchase of the 
powder. 

Small Arms Ammunition 

A second lot of caliber .50 cases manu- 
factured from brass billets was recently 
tested. The head of the cartridge case 
seemed to be hard enough for service 
pressure as no leaky or enlarged pockets 
were found, but with an increase of ap- 
proximately 10% in pressure some of 
the pockets were slightly enlarged or 
leaky primer pockets occurred. Another 
sample of cases made by this process is 
being fabricated and the anneals be- 
tween draws are being reduced in an ef- 
fort to get harder metal in the head of 
the case. 

A die plate has been made which will 
remove the burrs and straighten the 
flanges on fired cartridge cases. This 
die consists of a thin plate in which a 
hole has been bored having the maxi- 
mum diameter of the case at the base, 
and the counterbore machined in several 
thousandths smaller than the maximum 
diameter of the flange. This die is 
mounted on top of the regular resizing 
die, the burr caused by the case ejector 
of the gun sheared off as the case is 
forced in the resizing die, and, as the 
ease continues into the resizing die and 
at the end of the stroke, the distorted 
part of the flange is squeezed between 
the bottom section of this die and the 
ram of the press and is straightened 


out. 

This die is being used on 3” A.A. Mk. 
II cartridge cases on an order, which 
requires the resizing of 90,000 cases and 
will mean a saving of $1440 on this or- 
der alone. 

Previous to the use of this die it was 
necessary to have 2 men filing off the 
burrs and straightening the flanges by 
use of caulking tools continuously. Two 
men ordinarily completed approximately 
900 cases per day which would mean di- 
rect labor cost of $.01 each. This work 
has been entirely eliminated by the use 
of the die plate mentioned above. 

Tripod For Browning 

The problem of providing a suitable 
tripod for mounting the caliber .30 water 
cooled Browning machine gun for anti- 
aircraft protection has been given con- 
siderable study by both the Ordnance 
Department and field personnel. Several 
proposed designs have been under con- 
sideration. Such models as are available 
covering several ideas will be tested at 
Aberdeen Proving Ground for the pur- 
pose of developing a more concrete spe 
cification in order that a composite 
mount may be developed that will have 
greater utility than the special mounts 
now available for the several services. 

Sample caliber .30 links manufactured 
at Rock Island Arsenal have been re 
ceived in this office. Studies are being 
made looking to the universal use of 
links for all machine guns. The progress 
made at Rock Island Arsenal and the 
greatly improved manufacturing methods

New Ships to Operate 


The newly built SS Columbia will sail 
from New York on her maiden voyage 
Nov. 15, while her sister ship, the SS 
Hayti, will start about Dec. 15. These 
two vessels, operated by the Columbian 
Steamship Company, will make the run 
to Port-au-Prince in three and a half 
days; to Kingston in four and a half 
days, and to Puerto Columbia in five 
and a half days, also serving Cristobal, 
reaching the Canal Zone eight days out 
of New York. 

The construction of these vessels, de- 
scribed by the Marine News as “one of 
the most valuable contributions to the 
new American Merchant Marine,” is par- 
ticularly interesting They were designed 
especially for cruising in tropical waters. 
The description, from that publication, 
follows: 

They will be of the three deck type. 
with low bridge erections, forecastle and 
poop. An elliptical stern has been 
adopted, and a straight stem with a 
slight forward rake. They are of schoon- 
er rig with two steel masts. each fitted 
with cargo booms, and will have one 
large stack. No expense has been spared 
to make the ships the last word in com- 
fort, safety and luxury, and special at- 
tention has been given in their design to 
the handling of freight, perishable and 
semi-perishable cargo.

Financial Digest 


The daily average volume of Federal 
reserve bank credit outstanding during 
the week ending September 14, as re 
ported by the Federal reserve banks, 
was $2,293,000,000, a decrease of $37,000,- 
000 compared with the preceding week 
and an increase of $1,040,000,000 com- 
pared with the corresponding week in 
931. 

On September 14 total reserve bank 
credit amounted to $2,301,000,000, a de 
crease of $18,000,000 for the week. This 
decrease corresponds with a decrease of 
$57,000,000 in money in circulation and 
increases of $23,000,000 in monetary gold 
stock and $47,000,000 in Treasury cur- 
rency, adjusted, offset in part by in- 
creases of $102,000,000 in member bank 
reserve balances and $6,000,000 in un- 
expended capita] funds, nonmember de 
posits, etc. 

Holdings of discounted bills decreased 
$10,000,000 at the Federal Reserve Bank 
of New York, $3,000,000 at Cleveland, 
$2,000,000 each at Philadelphia and San 
Francisco and $18,000,000 at all Federal 
reserve banks. The System’s holdings 
of bills bought in open market and of 
United States securities were practically 
unchanged. 





Map Makers Move 


After operating for the past two years 
with Mitchel Field, L. I., as its base in 
the making of a huge map of the Metro- 
politan Area, Co. B, 29th Typographical 
Battalion, U. S. Army Engineers on Wed- 
nesday shifted its equipment to Raritan 
Arsenal, Metuchen, N. J., and will carry 
on the work from that point. 

The Army Engineer troops are ex- 
pected to be engaged for another two 
years on the map, which, while primar- 
ily intended as a fire control guide for 
artillery in connection with the defense 
of New York City, will also be available 
to the general public. The map will be 
the largest ever made of the Metropoll- 
tan Area and the only map showing 
many important features developed in 
recent years.

Tanks 

Preparations are being made to pro- 
cure five Christie-type tanks with the 
funds available for this purpose. Stud- 
ies have been made to correct the mal- 
functioning of the Medium Tanks, T3, 
and Combat Cars, T1. In making these 
studies every effort has been made to 
meet the recommendations of both of 
the using services. 

Due to the very high rate of engine 
consumption with the Liberty power 
plant, the engine field has been surveyed 
for a more suitable type. When the 
procurement is made bids wil be re- 
quested incorporating several types of 
engines. It is anticipated, however, that 
the Liberty engine wil be used as the In- 
fantry has expressed a desire for this 
engine.

Chicago—Mr. F. C. Cagr, in charge of 
Extension Courses in ashington, vis- 
ited the Sixth CorpsfArea ecently and 
went over the details off the coming 
year’s work with Maj. ton E. Bowen, 
Director of Extension Gourses for the 
Corps Area. Mr. Carr and Major Bowen 
also visited the headquarters of exten- 
sion school work in Chicago and Rock- 
ford, Ill.; Milwaukee and Madison, 
Wise. ; and Detroit, Mich.

“Not a Jingo” 
(From the Omaha World Herald) 


“IT am a federal officeholder. I get 
my daily bread by the taxes laid on the 
people. 

“7 cannot look a laboring man in the 
face without realizing that I am his 
servant.” 

Those sound like the words of an of- 
ficeholder seeking re-election. But they 
are not. They are a part of the Labor 
day address delivered to Omaha by Maj. 
Gen. Johnson Hagood, second ranking 
ofticer of the United States Army. 

General Hagood has been in Omaha as 
commander of the Seventh Corps Area 
for three years now. During that time 
he has made very few public appear- 
ances, has devoted most of his time to 
the army’s business. But on the few 
occasions on which he has addressed 
civilian Omaha he has revealed a mind 
far too keen and far too active to be 
entirely preoccupied with his own par- 
ticular trade. 

It is easy for army officers, assured 
of lifetime tenure of office, to become 
arrogant and pompous; to convince 
themselves that the maintenance of 
armed defenses is the first duty of the 
government; to regard themselves as 
the pampered children of an indulgent 
nation, 

General Hagood has resisted that self- 
persuasion. In his Labor day address 
(he wore all his service stripes and 
medals, explaining, “I did that to amuse 
the children”) he appeared, not as a 
saber-rattling general, but as a thought- 
ful citizen who has made excellent use 
of his unusual opportunities to study 
the people of the republic. It is to the 
credit of the army that such a man has 
won his way to the top.
